Bring governments closer 
to people - Lougheed 


About 60 persons attended the Chamber of Commerce 
supper meeting Tuesday evening when Peter Lougheed, 
opposition leader in the Provincial Legislature, was 
guest speaker. President Peter Zuldema chaired the 
meeting and Neil Ross introduced Mr, Lougheed, out- 
lining his educational and career background and some 


of his special interests. 


Mr, Lougheed is a graduate of University of Alberta in 
law and of Harvard where he received his Masters in 
1954. Following six years with the firm of Mannix Ltd, 
he went into private law practice, Named leader of Alberta 
Conservatives in 1965 he was elected to the legislature 
in 1967, Mr, Lougheed’s interest in sports, particularly 


football, and various comme 
unity work were also men 
tioned by Mr, Ross, 
Following some humorous 
comments on his football 
career with the Eskimos 
under Annis Stukas, he mene 
tioned some of the amusing 


things politicians encounter, § 


Such as the politician of any 


party questioned after winn= [Fj . 
ing a by-election: ‘This will © 
have profound implications @ 


on the future of our party’’ = 
and after losing one - “This 


reflects a merely local }=% 


reaction and will have little 
effect on the future of the 
party.’ 

Going into the body of his 
address, Mr, Lougheed said 
he wanted to speak his 
thoughts on two areas of 
government across Canada: 
the legislative process and 
provincial administration. 

“There is a great need for 
legislatures to be in closer 
contact with the people = and 
I would like to see some 
changes to bring this about,’’ 
he said, ‘‘Ifa member makes 
a 40 minute speech, and then 
another member follows with 
a 40 minute speech, which Is 
in no way concerned with the 
Nrst speech, that is not a 
debate,’ Speeches should be 
shorter and provincial legis~ 
lature sessions should have 
more flow of ideas, and com= 
ment, Mr, Lougheed felt, 

It is not in the democratic 
tradition inherited from Bri- 
tain, that members so often 
toe line for party whips, 
according to Mr, Lougheed. 
He would like to see elected 
men more free to represent 
their own areas, Many more 
issues could be handled by 
the so-called free vote, he 
felt.

The third improvement he 
would like to see in bringing 
legislatures closer to the 
people is greater use of TV 
which can play an important 
role and should be used, he 
felt, tocover legislative pro- 
ceedings, Public hearings 
such as the recent oneonthe 
Big Horn Dam he also felt 
were very helpful and more 
use should be made of this 
device, 

The place of the Monarchy 
and the office of the Lt,-Gov- 
ernor came infor high praise 
as Mr, Lougheed moved into 
the second area of his talk: 
Provincial Administration, 
He said his experience had 
convinced him that institue 
tion of the Monarch was an 
important one = not so much 
for power it wields as for 
the power it denfes anyone 
else. 

He went on to outline 11 
problem areas in admini- 
stration giving his ideas on 
how they could be improved, 
The serious situation of the 
agriculture industry, andthe 
fact that it’s prosperity was 


so important, meant that the 
province must play a role 
to help solve agriculture 
problems, Research was a 
vital area Mr, Lougheed em- 
phasized, 

Inflation and cost of living 
he also saw as extremely 
serious and he gave credit 
to the federal liberals for 
their stand on government 
expenditures, Provinces 
also should make it clear 
that if new programs are 
wanted it will be necessary 
to close out old ones, Mr, 
Lougheed said, 

On the subject of property 
taxation, he said an entirely 
new approach was needed, 
Mr, Lougheed’s suggestion 
was that property taxation 
should go to the municipal- 
ities and revenues from pet- 
roleum and natural gas 
should be allocated to look 
after education, 

All three levels of governe 
ment are concerned with the 
housing problem, and must 
decide soon on levels of 
responsibility for action, he 
felt,

Some coins are rare be- 
cause they were made in a 
small series or because a 
part of a bigger series has 
details that differs from the 
rest - errors in the minting 
or the use of different plates, 

Other coins are rare be- 
cause they are so old that 
there are very few left on 
the market, 

A coin can be rare, but 
not be worth very much to a 
collector because it is worn 
out and scratched; the coll- 
ector likes the coin to be 
totally uncirculated with no 
scratches and with all the 
details standing up in brill- 
iance,
